A big thank you to all the folks who replied to my question 
about re-forming N.O.S. electrolytic capacitors. 
Here's what I did based on all your comments; 


Took the + output of my Heath PS-4, adjustable 0-40Qvdc supply, 

fed it to a 100k resistor, then to a 1ma panel meter, then from the 
meter to the + lead of one section of the cap. Connected the can 
(minus) back to the supply ground. Bring up the voltage slow enough 
so that the meter never swings above 1ma until I reached full voltage. 


Must have been a good cap because it didn't take very long to reach 
full output. After sitting at full voltage for about an hour the current 
meter only indicated about 100 microamps. Guess that's pretty good eh?

5K to voice coil? AES P-TK31, 5K CT to 8R, 8W, $7.95; ox any one of 
three “multi-match" transformers rated from 3 to 8W, priced from $14 to 
$30, and so on. 5K is not a terribly uncommon Z for output transformers. 

The SX-28, at least, has also got a 500R winding on the output 
transformer, so you could pick the right tap on a 70.7V-to-voice coil 
transformer or use the 600R:8R/4R at 12W job AES sells for $17.25 
(P-T119DA) . 

(It's interesting that they chose 5K and 500R for the outputs--there's 
a nice chunk of iron in the receiver to couple the tubes to the load. 
Maybe they thought folks would use the speaker from their HRO, or one of 
the hi-Z RCA magnetics that were pretty widely available--RCA'd made 
zillions of them and then stopped using ‘em in their home entertainment 
sets). 

...Finding the exact precise transformer Hallicrafters used in the 
PM-23 is a whole other and more difficult story, of course.

The xoutput* of an SX-28 is push-pull, yes. I wasn't clear--the 
matching PM-23 xspeakerx has a 5K-to-voice coil xfr in it, you see, which 
is connected to the 5K winding of the output xfr in the receiver, and I 
was yapping about the transformer in the speaker. The one in the revr is a 
P-P 6V6 (pri) to 5K & 500R (2 sec's) job; not as easy to come by at xallx 
if you need an exact match. But unlike the HROs (through the -7), there's 
no B+ on the high-Z set-to-speaker wiring of an SX-28. 


...FWIW, I'd sure like to find a PM-23. I have one of the later models 
with a trapezoidal grille to swap (plus some cash) if anyone's interested. 
(Will have to dig up the exact model number of the later speaker, there 
were several versions).

You are correct. My SX-28 audio output was replaced sometime in its life 


by a physically-too-small universal. Thank goodness the repair did not 
involve drilling an extra hole to match the smaller mount (they just used 
one screw). I used one of correct physical size, looks, and input 
impedance from a junk push-pull 6V6 Magnavox tube amp. Off course it did 
not have all of the outputs but then neither did the universal replacement. 
Works fine and I will leave a piece of paper inside indicating the mod 
which is now not so easily detectable. 


The Magnavox was stereo so I can do it twice. :-) 


Tube audio people are charging rather stiff prices for the larger push-pull 
output transformers. (It's easy enough to use a second transformer to get 
back to the 5000 ohms output impedance where needed.)
